ABSTRACT 


A wristwatch case is structured by an outer case and an inner case 
mounting a movement. The inner case is structured movable vertical to a plane 
to provide, in a vertical movable range, a stop point where the inner case is 
allowed to rotate and a stop position inhibiting rotation. In a state the inner case 
is rotatable, the inner case can be rotated to an angle easy to see. 
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
